From the Headmaster 


I am a teacher. I am also a Headmaster. I have also been a 
Principal Instructor. I have served in one or more of these 
capacities for the past twenty-five years, and I am proud of 
my work and of my colleagues. I am also very concerned 
about my profession. You and I read the papers, and we 
are bombarded by pictures of doom about the future of 
teaching and about the calibre of people entering the 
profession. And it isn’t difficult to recognize a self-fulfilling 
prophesy when we see it. It’s fully predictable! Who wants 
to work in a profession with dullards who are poorly paid 
and who do not enjoy the respect of their communities 
because they are not very good at what they do? What they 
do is too important to be done badly!! It’s a glum picture. 

But perhaps there is another point of view, another 
scenario. We, at North Shore, are fortunate to live in an 
area which is privileged to have fine educational choices, 
public and independent. We might wish this for all 
American communities. We work hard to choose superb 
teachers who are not just competent, but who have the 
sensitivity to know their students and to care about them. 
We who administer the schools are willing to make 
judgments about the quality , not just competence, of 
teaching. We expect the highest quality and involvement 
from our teachers, inside and outside the classroom! We 
believe that schools deserve respect when they are good, 
and their own self-examination should be complemented 
by the close scrutiny of their boards and their parents. 
Additionally, we believe that teachers deserve respect when 
they are good, and only when they are good! There is 
nothing automatic about respect for teachers, and there 
shouldn’t be. The first responsibility of schools is to 
ensure high quality so that the staff deserves respect. The 
first responsibility of communities, parents, boards, and 
citizens is to make sure that the many fine teachers in our 
schools know that they are appreciated for the difficult job 
that they handle with superb professionalism, and to work 
with them. 

Therefore, schools and communities have a joint task. It’s 
a collegial responsibility. Education does not need to fulfill 
the prophesy about which we read so often. Schools need 
to be sure that quality exists, and that the definition of 
quality is high enough to produce the kind of education 
that students deserve. Parents and boards need to be both 
demanding and supportive of the task and ready to work in 
and for their schools. If we are complacent, we may 
discover that we no longer have schools about which we 
can be proud, or in which good teachers will be proud to 
teach! We can attract outstanding people into the 
profession if the climate and conditions and support in our 
schools are outstanding, and that’s our collective job!

Middle Income Loans 
Available Through 
New Grant 

North Shore has been awarded a grant 
from the Clarence Manger and Audrey 
Cordero Plitt Trust to help fund a loan 
program for middle income families. 

The new Middle Income Loan Plan for 
students in grades 9—12 is directed to 
parents with adjusted gross incomes of 
up to $80,000. The first of its kind in 
the Chicago area, this plan enables 
qualified parents of students in high 
school to pay for educational costs in 
regular monthly installments, over an 
extended period of time, at a lower 
than usual interest rate. The plan is 
expected to help meet the needs of 
middle income families who, by nature 
of their gross income, are not eligible 
for other forms of financial aid. 

The new loans are available for 
students enrolling in September. For 
information about this and other 
financial aid plans, contact the School’s 
admissions office. 



Name McCarty to Illinois 
Football Hall of Fame 

Mac McCarty was named to the Illinois 
Football Hall of Fame in April, as one 
of twelve Illinois coaches so honored. 
Sponsored by the Illinois High School 
Football Coaches’ Association, the Hall 
of Fame recognizes the impact these 
coaches have had on their profession 
and on their school and communities. 

Mac holds a football record of 193- 
104-6 that includes 9 championships 
and 1 undefeated team during his 38 
years of coaching. Among his many 
honors during his coaching career at 
North Shore are being named to the 
Illinois Baseball Coaches’ Hall of Fame, 
the Hamline University Athletic Hall 
of Fame, the Mike Rose Award from 
the Northern Officials’ Association and 
Educator of the Year by the Winnetka 
Chamber of Commerce.

One Building 
Serving Many 
Purposes 


Recognizing that there has been no 
construction at North Shore since 
1964, the Long Range Planning 
Committee identified needs in several 
areas of School life, and the following 
building program evolved to meet the 
ever increasing demands of providing a 
first-rate education for today’s students. 

The present library room occupies the 
top floor of Dunlap Hall, serving both 
the Middle and Upper Schools. There 
is a separate library room in the Lower 
School building. Neither room has the 
space or the location to be the central 
focus of academic life. The plans call 
for a centrally located library for all 
grades in the School. 

The Center will include a large study 
and stack area for Middle and Upper 
School students, a separate Reading 
Room for the Lower School, a Seminar 
Room, a Computer Center, Audio 
Visual Room, work space for film- 
making, student publication facilities, 
and an Art Gallery/passage connecting 
the Center and the Lower and Middle 
Schools to the Auditorium. New rest¬ 
room facilities will be shared by the 
Center and the Auditorium, and the 
Gallery will alleviate crowding in the 
Auditorium Lobby. 

The Middle School currently uses the 
Upper School Science facility, 
originally designed for physics, thereby 
straining the total Upper School 
program. The planned science area will 
be an addition to the Middle School. 
Students will then be able to proceed 
directly to class without the incon¬ 


venience and lost time needed to cross 
the campus. Science teachers will more 
easily be able to confer and work with 
Middle School faculty and students. 

Space and proximity to the Middle 
School are needed to increase the 
effectiveness of the art program. The 
art teacher will be able to interact more 
regularly with the rest of the Faculty in 
coordination of programs and activities. 

A large area connecting the Lower and 
Middle Schools will accommodate 
dramatics, meetings and additional 
classroom needs. Changes in popula¬ 
tion within the divisions of the School 
necessitate facilities that can serve 
differing needs of various grades at 
different times. 


"The concept of a flexible library facility for 
kindergarten through 12 th grade is a fairly 
new one and one that certainly exemplifies 
the philosophy of North Shore as a family 
community. Everyone who has been involved 
in the planning of the new library sees this 
new hub of the school as the center for 
shared learning services.”

Interim Week, A Rare Experience 

A stimulating component of North Shore's curriculum, Interim Week affords 
its students new learning situations, outside of the classroom. It’s designed to be 
an imdepth experience for the individual student and one that can be shared 
with the entire school community through Morning Exercises and displays. 


On the list of Interim projects this year were a trip to the 
USSR, a trip to London, Marine Biology field study in the 
Florida Keys as a follow-up to a trimester lab course, 
Alcohol and Drug Abuse Awareness, Architecture in 
Chicago, Auto Mechanics, Culture Vultures (Chicago 
museums and events), 20th Century as Depicted in 
American Film, Volunteer Work at St. Francis Hospital, 
Outward in Illinois (sampling natural resources in Illinois), 
The Museum of Science and Industry for its 'Mind* games, 
Film Making, Game of Life (role playing experiences), 
Diverse High Schools, and Dance. Individuals also have the 
option of developing their own internships through a 
faculty sponsorship in areas of their choice. 

The students have experienced some vivid events. Several 
Interim impressions are recorded here by the participants. 


Friendship tour 
of the U.S.S.R*

We boarded the plane headed for Leningrad ready for a 
vacation which was about to become a major learning 
experience. I had a few ideas and preconceptions about the 
Soviet Union and was about to learn the difference 
between preconceptions and reality. My first trip abroad 


would be to a country in an almost directly opposite 
position to that of the United States. 

The Soviet Union is known for its very old government 
officials. My first encounter with a member of the 
government in Russia was with an army soldier younger 
than myself. I had seen the two soldiers through the 
window in the plane but didn’t see how young they were 
until I was face to face with one of them. I couldn’t believe 
that someone my age or younger was in a position to 
search me or my belongings. My passport officer was so 
young that he won’t need to use a razor for a few years. 
Seeing all these young men in the Russian government 
made me wonder if there were any other deceiving ideas 
about the Soviet Union. It may be an old Politburo, but 
these soldiers were young. 

Living in a country where so much lies within "grey” areas, 
I found the U.S.S.R. to be quite the opposite. Things seem 
to be seen in "black and white” terms. Facts are stated 
with an absolute and opposing certainty both by the 
individual and by the state, and there appears to be no 
meeting ground between these "truths”. I found in 
Moscow that there were people who told lies and those 
who told the truth, but seldom any who would do both. 
For example, our Intourist guide in Moscow gave us all the 
"facts” about Russia. I later met a young friend who 
categorically refuted each of these "facts”. Both positions 
were completely defended with no room for opposing 
information. Facts appear to be facts in the U.S.S.R. and 
questions concerning any given "fact” are not well 
received. I found that I was getting to the point where the 
only information I trusted was negative. TTiat’s when I 
realized that I would have to adjust my thinking and that 
"different” does not automatically equal "bad” or "good”. 

After taking a Constitutional Law class, I felt 
uncomfortable in a country where free speech is silenced. 
When my roommate and I entered our first hotel room in 
Russia we jokingly searched the room for bugs. Finding a 
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bug put an end to our fun. I felt violated. I wasn’t worried 
so much about myself as I was for the people with whom I 
had spoken. I had met some people whom the government 
would not have liked me to meet and was concerned that I 
might get them in trouble. While I was in Moscow, some 
of the people in my group had had some clothing stolen. 

As a precaution, I tied a piece of hair around the zippers on 
my luggage. When I returned that afternoon, the hairs were 
gone and my clothes were messed up. At first I was angry 
and almost went down to speak to the manager. I soon 
realized, however, where I was and accepted the search as 
common practice in Russia. I learned very quickly to 
appreciate my rights guaranteed by the Constitution, 
especially free speech and unviolated luggage. 

When I returned home, I realized I had learned more than I 
had vacationed. I’m very thankful that I live in a place 
where I can say what I want and do what I want. The trip 
gave me insights into the differences between the U.S. and 
U.S.S.R. as well as insights into myself. The boy I met in 
Moscow said something I will remember for a long time. A 
friend of his had immigrated to America and said of the 
United States, "America is the land of opportunity, but 
one must work in order to achieve what he wants.’’ 

(The Interim trip to the U.S.S.R. was arranged through the 
auspices of the Citizens Exchange Council in New York 
and included home visits and school visits with Soviet 
students.) 


Diverse High School Experience 


During Interim Week, our group visited five different high 
schools in the Chicago area. The purpose of the project 
was to expose the North Shore students to schools with 
atmospheres and curriculum different from theirs. 

On the first day we visited Sacred Heart School. This is a 
Catholic all-girls high school. The girls there were very 
friendly towards us. Both the girls and the teachers were 
helpful, and they made me feel at home. The girls treated 
me like a new student, and the teachers allowed me to 
participate in their classes. Most of the North Shore students 
said that they enjoyed the visit and were surprised to realize 
that the Sacred Heart girls are just like other high school 
girls, but they wear uniforms. 

During the next day, we visited the Academy for the 
Performing Arts. This Chicago school is small like North 
Shore, but the students concentrate on the study of dance, 
acting, and music. With my guide, a student from the 
school, I attended an acting class, an English class, an 
advanced biology class, two dance classes, an algebra class, 
and a French class. The North Shore students enjoyed the 
opportunity to watch a choral class. 

On the third day we visited Oak Park-River Forest high 
school. I found this public school to be overwelmingly 
large. Some of the teachers here were not always 
cooperative. Some were not pleased that we were there. 
They resented the fact that we, "students from a prep 
school in Winnetka, where all the rich people live’’, were 
watching them. Though I did not like the size of the 
school, I did like the facilities such as the track, swimming 
pool, and the TV broadcasting room. 

The next school was the University of Chicago Lab School 
which is double the size of North Shore. The students 
appeared to be very serious about their studies. Also they 
participated in activities to help prevent nuclear war. 

The last school we visited was La Lumiere, a coed Catholic 
boarding school. This seemed to be the most like North 
Shore. It also was my personal favorite. I liked the warm, 
community atmosphere. I also enjoyed attending a 
morning prayer assembly and observing the picturesque 
scenery of the isolated campus. 

I feel that I learned from this experience that there are as 
many different school atmospheres and ways of learning as 
there are schools. All of the schools, though some were 
small, private schools like North Shore, were very 
different. But each one had students with one thing in 
common — the goal of learning.

Alcohol-Drug Abuse

I’m sure the definition of a *'successful” interim project is 
one which not only teaches the kids something, but which 
also has an impact on them — changing their attitudes or 
beliefs concerning the issue — "affective education” I 
think it is called. The Alcoholism/Drug Abuse Interim is 
affective education at its finest. 

Each student entered the program with a different goal in 
mind, and certainly with different expectations of what it 
was going to be like to visit chemical dependents in their 
rehabilitation environment. Some of us entered to simply 
learn about chemical dependency because drugs and 
alcohol are so much a part of our environment; some of us 
were interested in seeing exactly how chemical dependents 
are treated; some of us entered for personal reasons. 
Whatever the reason, however, that drew us into the 
program, we all came away feeling that we had somehow 
achieved more than we had bargained for. 

I’ve been using the term "chemical dependents” to 
describe the people we met at the rehab center; none of us 
would have used that term at the beginning of the week. 
The words "druggie” and "alcoholic” were the popular 
terms. These words were developed from the attitudes each 
of us had about chemical dependents. The day before we 
went to the Youth Center was spent discussing different 
aspects of substance abuse and trying to provide an 
overview for the week to come. One of the things we 
talked about were these "attitudes.” We were asked to 
close our eyes and "picture an alcoholic.” Some of us 
pictured a skid row bum; some pictured a businessman at a 
bar, falling off his stool; all of the images contained an 
irresponsible individual leaning on the alcohol for support. 
When asked to picture a "druggie”, many of us came up 
with the image of a long-haired, hippy-ish male in late 
adolescence, wearing jeans and a concert T-shirt with a 
bandana around his head, smoking a joint or tripping out 
on acid. 

These attitudes, we were told, are not uncommon. Most 
people look down upon the substance abuser as a lower 



being — society’s reject. We were also told that these 
attitudes of ours would change over the course of the 
week. And they did. We entered Parkside Youth Center 
and saw the alcoholics and druggies we had talked about. 
The funny thing, though, was that none of them looked 
anything like what we had imagined. The funnier thing was 
that they looked like us. They were our age. They wore 
similar clothes. They cared about similar things. After one 
day at Ptfrkside Youth Center our attitudes had definitely 
changed. 

We also found out that substance abuse is not an act of 
irresponsibility, and that the substance-abuser is not doing 
immoral things to spite society, even if society spits on 
him. The substance-abuser, or chemical dependent, is a 
human being with a disease. He is no different from a 
cancer patient or a diabetes patient. He has an illness. 
Although most of us had been filled with everyone saying 
"alcoholism is a disease”, this was the first time it actually 
hit us, I think. We were able to see the dynamics of 
chemical dependence as a disease, and to see living proof in 
its victims. 

Beyond all the awareness and attitude alteration that went 
on, there was something all of us experienced that was 
genuinely beautiful: the interaction with the residents of 
the center. They welcomed us in, not as "observers”, but 
as people who could share their experience. And we found 
that their experience is a very valuable one. They learn, 
through treatment, to be supportive of each other, and to 
be honest with each other and with themselves. They 
create a beautifully human environment from which we 
could all learn.

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Marine Biology

No, it wasn’t just a vacation!! Our trip to Big Pine Key, in 
the Florida Keys was actually one of the best classrooms 
any of us has ever been in. To help you believe this I want 
you to know that we all spent an entire term of regular 
classtime preparing ourselves for the trip. 

The class met three times a week and we studied all the 
organisms we would see while in Florida. We learned what 
makes all those marine animals tick, what phylum, class, 
kingdom they are in and what they do to the overall 
environment which they inhabit. For example, sponges 
help to clean up the water but are only found in clean 
water in the first place. So, whenever you see sponges you 
can generally be sure the water has a low level of pollution. 
Through dissections, we found out what was in these 
creatures and just how these things work. For example, a 
starfish eats clams and other shellfish in a very strange way. 
After prying a clam open with its 'arms’, the starfish 
expells its stomach into the shellfish and digests it outside 
of its own body! Along with our classroom work we took a 
field trip to the Shedd Aquarium where we had to dissect a 
squid and also learned about the basic areas of the 
aquarium. Did you know that the aquarium makes all of its 
own salt water for the fish? After the term was almost up, 
the fruits of our labour finally ripened into the trip to 
Florida.

All the kids 
promptly took out the fish identification books after 
leaving the water to figure out just what they really saw.

Mrs. Clement, our teacher, supplied us with forms to fill 
out about our day’s happenings each night and also small 
pocket pads of paper with pens in a Baggie so we could 
take notes during the day to help us remember what to put 
on those forms at night. The notes were, at the end, put 
into a day-by-day journal filled with pictures and poems 
and drawings we all had made. They became a good way to 
remember the trip by and also handy ways to refresh our 
memories of the marine life and its amazing diversity. They 
also helped us write our final research paper on one certain 
subject. Ideas used were mangrove trees, plankton, sharks, 
water pollution, and a variety of others. 

The trip was, all in all, the greatest learning experience of 
my life.

The Costume Ladies 

It happens every January. Sometime after the first of the year, as regular as the 
swallows returning to Capistrano, three special ladies meet together in the 
costume room at North Shore Country Day. They meet together to "do” the 
costumes for the annual Gilbert and Sullivan operetta staged every March. 

They are volunteer mothers of former students. 


There have been dozens and dozens of dedicated mothers 
throughout the years who have taken their turns at the 
sewing machines and ironing boards in the costume room. 
They usually served during the years when their sons and 
daughters were singing in the productions, and then they 
retired. But Mary Martha Beisel, Doodie Dammann and 
Lorrie Castle didn’t retire! 

Doodie Dammann began working in the costume room in 
1968 and sewed while her children attended. Peter is Class 
of ’72 and Adair is Class of ’74. The family lived in 
Washington for several years where two other children 
finished high school. When they returned to the area she 
again became one of the *‘sewing ladies”. Doodie follows a 
Dammann family tradition in her costume room interest. 
Her mother-in-law, the late Mrs. J. F. Dammann, also 
sewed costumes for her four children when they attended 
North Shore in the ’30s. Doodie’s husband, Peter, is a 
member of the Class of ’ 38. 

A student of the Vogue School of Design, Mary Martha 
Beisel was a dress designer before she was married. From 
the first day she entered the costume room in 1972 when 
her daughter, Nina, was a freshman, she knew she was 
caught. She has returned enthusiastically every year since 
then. “It is not work for me, just enjoyment. When the 


curtain opens you know it’s all worth it. The kids are 
darling and say thank you in such nice ways.” 

It was Lorrie Castle’s daughter, Nan, who signed Lorrie up, 
in response to the question, “Does your mother sew?” Nan 
and Nina Beisel were classmates (Class of 1976) and their 
mothers’ friendship also grew during those years. 

For several years, Doodie headed the costume closet, or 
the “dungeon” as she calls it. Located in the basement of 
the auditorium, all of the school’s costumes are stored in 
boxes and on clothes racks. Doodie oversaw the sorting, 
cleaning, and storing of every item there, “from gorgeous 
to junk. There is much imagination in some of the old 
costumes. A coat of mail, made from loosely woven dish 
cloths, sewed together, and silvered, is one of the more 
clever items,” she claims. During Doodie’s volunteer years 
she has helped sew totally new ensembles for the entire 
casts of four operettas. “And we always make some new 
costumes every year to accommodate short, tall, large and 
small performers,” she adds. 

“The costumes are an actual roll call of former students,” 
Lorrie suggests. “There are 5 or 6 names in most costumes. 
We always try to match the dress to the girl and as far as 
possible try to accommodate their choices.” 
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The three veteran costumers have many tales to tell. Like 
the year the curtain had to be held on opening night while 
they finished sewing the train on Princess Ida’s dress. 
Another frantic episode involved a flooded basement in 
the costume storeroom and the pain and strain of throwing 
out or restoring the damaged costumes. 

How does the group begin each year? In some areas it never 
really ends. For instance, Lorrie and Mary Martha often 
haunt house sales throughout the year in search of fabrics. 
‘It’s a great way to find terrific buys - trimmings, old laces, 
lace curtains, doilies, artificial flowers, all kinds of 
materials — you’d be amazed at what we can use,” Mary 
Martha states. "We’ve even sewed on shower curtains!” 
One year in a fabric shop, they found a wonderful bargain 
on 100% cotton organdy in luscious pastel colors. But 
their tight budget wouldn’t permit them to buy very much. 
They bought just enough to make one dress and took it to 
the Parents’ Association who loved it and managed to fund 
the project for 37 more dresses in a new staging of 
"Ruddigore”. 

The sewing room has been located in several places. For a 
time it was even in the balcony of the auditorium. About 
10 years ago they were assigned the present location, a 
"roost” on the second floor, back stage. They have 
organized it, painted the walls, carpeted the floor, and hung 
shelves. It’s a convenient place for them and for students 
to have fittings. But when they first moved into these 
quarters there was no telephone in the room. And getting 
phone messages presented a great hurdle. Though their 
windows faced the school offices, how could they be 
signaled for messages? The matter was solved by Roger 
Shipley, director of theater and Middle School shop 
teacher. He rigged up the old "two-tin-cups-connected-by- 
a-string” system and strung it between the two buildings. 
Elementary but effective! Progress has taken over and their 
room has now been outfitted with a proper telephone. 

The three divide their efforts as well as share them. 
Designing, shopping, and planning this year resulted in 
Mary Martha doing the girl leads, Doodie the boy leads, 
and Lorrie some of each, with the chorus being first. "The 
boys are the hams and love to get dressed up,” according 
to Lorrie. 

These three are the core but are by no means alone in this 
work. Each year they are joined by a number of mothers of 
present students and the cycle begins again. Never mind 
the countless hours at school and the cold dinners and 
unmade beds at home. "You get addicted to this. The kids 
are such fun,” they agree.

Global Perspectives at North Shore

The on-going work of the faculty curriculum committee 
focused on global issues as its major topic this year. 

What does it mean to be global? North Shore has made a 
commitment to global awareness and education, and in the 
past few years, a number of developments point to that 
commitment. 

1. Inclusion of global awareness in the school’s Long 
Range Plan. 

2. Increase in the number of international students at 
North Shore. Each year we host three or four students 
through recognized programs. 

3. Introduction of Third World Cultures in the Eighch 
Grade English and social studies curriculum. 

4. Addition of Latin in the Middle School curriculum, 
expansion of Latin in the Upper School curriculum, 
introduction of French in Lower School. 

5. Founding of Global Education and Living in a Nuclear 
Age committees. 

6 . Recommendation of the Library Committee that the 
new library focus on a collection of children’s literature 
from other countries. 


7. Inclusion of the trips to the U.S.S.R. and to England in 
Interim Week. 

8 . Association with students from Strasbourg, France, for 
short term exchange visits through Midwest Cultural 
Education Services in Chicago. 

9. Increased emphasis in Morning Exercise programs to 
promote and nurture understanding of other cultures. 

A primary function of the Global Education Committee 
and the Living in a Nuclear Age Committee is to promote 
awareness and give encouragement for teachers to develop 
appropriate materials or projects of their own. For 
example, this year on Valentine’s Day, Lower Schoolers 
concentrated on their Valentine Vision — what kind of 
world they envision in the future. In Fifth Grade, Sadako 
and the Thousand Paper Cranes , based on the true story of a 
Japanese girl who died of radiation sickness years after 
Hiroshima, is included in a study of Japan’s history and 
culture. In Sixth Grade, photo essays were prepared to 
accompany the students who went to Russia during 
Interim Week. In Upper School, French students bring 
articles to class about French speaking countries 
throughout the world, and in English, plans for the senior 
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curriculum include envisioning oneself in the future. 

As we develop the School’s role in helping children live in 
a nuclear age, the most difficult part is that we as adults, 
whether parents or teachers, have to face our own feelings 
and fears, and that’s very hard to do. Furthermore, as a 
school, we certainly don’t want to frighten children. 

We have to be very aware of what is appropriate for what 
age — and we can’t look at the past to guide us: we’ve 
never lived in such a nuclear age before, and if we don’t 
handle it right, we may never get a chance to try it again. 
We serve families with a range of political convictions, and 
it is important that we don’t get so involved in debating 
issues such as nuclear freeze vs. nuclear build-up that we 
lost sight of what we can do for children — no matter what 
our politics. 

We can focus our thinking on what students at different 
ages need to know to be responsible citizens. What factual 
information is important? How much emphasis should 


there be on current events? Do students know the history 
of American/Russian relations? We want to educate them 
for democracy and encourage their social responsibility 
both at home and abroad. Might student government do 
more to help students feel empowerment and hope for the 
future? In 1946 Albert Einstein said, "The unleashed 
power of the atom has changed everything save our modes 
of thinking and we thus drift toward unparalleled 
catastrophe.” How can we develop more creative and 
critical thinking in students? How can we complicate their 
thinking, rather than allow them to seek simplistic 
solutions? 

Certainly we need to be ready to respond to kids when 
they express fears or ask questions — and we need to 
encourage dialogue, whether on the international level at 
peace talks or on the classroom level among peers. Being 
global can start with one’s immediate circle and spread 
from there.

At the Winter Holiday Party this year, 
Richard Hall, Headmaster, presented 
the first Foster Hannaford Recognition, 
given for Distinguished Service to The 
North Shore Country Day School to 
Virginia S. Deane, Class of 1941, 
former Dean of Girls at North Shore. 

In making the presentation, Mr. Hall 
said, "Ginnie has had a long and valued 
relationship with North Shore. After 
her student days and graduation from 
Smith College (cum laude), she came 
back to North Shore in 1946 as a 
teacher-intern while attending the 
Winnetka Graduate Teachers’ College 
for a Master’s degree in Education. 
During the years that followed, she 
served as Dean of Girls from 1951- 
1969, as Dean of the Faculty from 
1960 to 1969, and as Chairman of the 
History Department from 1955 to 
1969. She has been a Trustee of the 
College Board, and has served in 
several capacities with the National 
Association of Principals of Schools 
for Girls, the National Association of 
Independent Schools, the Independent 
Schools Association of the Central 
States, and the Middle West 
Association of Schools for Girls. Since 
1974 she has been Vice Rector at St. 
Paul’s School in Concord, New 
Hampshire. For her leadership, 
wisdom, warmth and good humor, we 
present the first Foster Hannaford 
Recognition to Virginia S. Deane. 

In Ginnie’s acceptance, she remarked, 

"I remember Foster Hannaford well — 
as a member of the Foundation, that 
somewhat misty but felt presence with 
ultimate responsibility for the School. I 
remember him more vividly for his 
visits, during the time I was teaching 
here. He was always interested, 
quizzical, thoughtful, kindly, 
encouraging — open to considerations 
for change and knowledgeable about — 
and husbanding of — the School’s 
resources. Dedicated to the School 
from its earliest years, Foster provided 
a sense of history, an awareness of 
where we had come from, essential to 
any view of where we were and where 
we might or should be going. His 
concern for his — his and our — 
School is a proud tradition, and I 
thank you for associating me with it. 

"... since I left here, ... I have been 
surrounded and influenced by the 
echoes of this place . . . my broader 
opportunities in professional 
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organizations, both while here and 
since, have been less a function of me 
as a person than of me as an NSCDS 
exponent. 

". . . truism though it be, secondary 
education nationally is in disarray. 
There are a heartening number of 
projects designed to improve it, the 
problems have caught the public’s 
attention, and places like NSCDS serve 
as beacons of quality. But the debates 
about and the struggle for 
improvement will be long. The need 
for good schools and good teaching 
and for concerned individuals willing 
to work for these in all kinds of 
communities — public and private — 
will continue. Those of us who have 
had the privilege of an education we 
know mattered have the responsibility 
to see that similar opportunities 
continue and are expanded. It is 
important that more of you consider 
careers in education; it is important 
that you encourage your children and 
your students to do so also. Teaching is 
a lively, invigorating life. And — if you 
stay in it, someone might even give a 
party for you! 

"This is a special place for us because 
of individuals — persons like Foster 
Hannaford, persons of vision, energy, 
and continuing service. Who among us 
will be the Foster Hannafords of our 
generation?”
